The Recycling and Reuse Technology Transfer Center is an interdisciplinary research, education, and outreach center serving 
Regents universities, researchers, students, Iowa citizens, and business and industry.  Its projects involve education, outreach, and 
research activities focusing on economic approaches to solving solid waste problems, providing research and technical assistance 
on public health concerns as they relate to waste concerns, and serving the community with environmental education and outreach 
programs designed to explore and strengthen community environmental resiliency. 

Funding 
State support for the Center began in FY 1993 with a General Fund appropriation of $240,000.  Since then, funding has ranged 
between a low of $175,000 (FY 2012 through FY 2017) and a high of $252,000 (FY 2001).
